Explosion Shakes the Church. 

The school children had completed their 
part of the entertainment and were just 
about to leave the church, their elders re- 
maining for the pictures, when a terrific ex- 
plosion shook the church. The doors sep- 
arating the room from the auditorium were 
blown off; windows in the side room were 
torn out and the ceiling and walls almost 
stripped of pilaster. 

In the auditorium there was a rush for the 
narrow doors, which threatened injury for 
many eof the 200 people who had composed 
the audience. Policeman Daniel O'Connor 
of Maxwell street, hearing the explosion, 
reached the door in time to quiet the alarmed 
children, who were pouring into the street, 
while the Rev. A. L. Allais, pastor of the 
church, and Dr. Joseph G. Wolfe, 457 West 
Jackson boulevard, were endeavoring to pre- 
vent a panic within the building. 


Injured Found in Debris... 

Inside the small room in the litter of bro- 
ken woodwork, shattered glass and plaster, 
were the three victims of the explosion. 
The woman was found to be most seriously 
injured, and while Dr. Wolfe cared for their 
injuries Policeman O’Connor called the am- 
bulance and all were taken to the county 


hospital. 

When the explosion occurred Mrs. James 
Payne and her baby were in the room, and 
both had a narrow escape. Mrs. Payne 
had carried the child out of the audience 
to quiet it and was sitting in the small room 
while the preparations for the entertain- 
ment were being made. Neither of them 
was injured. 

Heavy Doors a Protection. 

That a more serious accident did not occur 
was due to the fact that the heavy doors 
separating the two rooms were closed, ac- 
cording to Building Inspector Bdward F. 
Loughlin, who lives opposite the church. 

„Had the doors been open, said the in- 
sector, the force of the explosion would 
have been driven into the faces of the chil- 
dren and others in the room, wtih perhaps 
fatal results in many cases. The pastor

of Chicago at the First church yesterday 
morning. By a rising vote the pastors al- 
most unanimously evinced their 
for the “ new Methodism.”’ 

The Rev. C. M. Cobern, who ie a member 
of the committee for hymnal revision, read 
an example of the favorite in vogue a genera- 
tion or two ago and several times was inter- 
rupted by the bursts of laughter from the 
ministers. Dr. Cobern sald that Prot. 
Triggs was right when he characterized two- 
thirds of the ordinary church hymne as dog- 
gerel, The specimen which roused the mirth 
of the preachers was entitled The Experi- 
ence of a Penitent O’Killlan Minister Re- 
stored to Methodism,” and began as follows: 
Come all my tender brethren and listen to my song, 
I'll tell you of my travels and how I came along. 
Among the smooth nn my * trained 


me up; 
I've lived without religion, er grace, or faith, or 


hope. 
They d preach, and sing, and fiddle, and feast, and 
sleep, and dream. 
But all as soft and tender as butter, oil, or cream. 
One Minister Resents Laughter. 
The hymn continued throurh a score of 
verses to relate the penitent’s backsliding and 
ultimate return to the fold. What it lacked 
from organ accompaniment was contributed 
by the ripple of laughter. But there was 
one pastor present who was shocked by the 
| levity displayed. He was A. H. Kistler, pas- 
tor of the Norwood Park church. 

I would like to say a few words about this 
hymn at which you have all been laughing,” 
he began, with some severity.

the lines: 

Herbert Stanton, I hold the 
winning card.“ 

Tes, but I hold the trick.“ replied Will- 
fam Fogleson, who took the part of Sidney 
Woodard, the “ villain,’’ as he drew two 
revolvers, one of which he pointed at Miller 


Jam shot.“ “I am shot,” cried Miller, 
as he fell to the stage. The bullet had passed 
through his heart. 

_ Fogleson could not realize that his play 

shooting had resulted fatally, but when 

he saw blood streaming from a gaping wound 

in the breast he jumped from the stage and 

gasped, *“‘I have shot him,“ and then col- 

lapsed on the floor. . 
Fogleson in Jail. 

Fogeleon was placed in jai! tonight. a 
ing an investigation.

Blanks are always used. One story is that 
Miller and Fogelson were in love with the 
same girl, who is an actréss in the company.

GARMENT WORKERS WIN FIGHT. 


Secure Contract with Wholesale Tailors, 
9 Union and Makes 
Other Concess ions. 


After two weeks of discussion the 1000 
union of the United Garmentworkers of 
America and the Wholesale Tailors’ associ- 
ation reached an agreement last night and 
signed a contract, which went into effect st 
once and continues till March 1, 1904. By 
the terms of the contract the union gets tun 
recognition; forty-eight hours will consti- 
tute a week's work; and the minimum pay 
by the week is to be $20 for suit cutters, $18 
for trousers cutters, and $14 for coat trim- 
mers. 


The workmen are given six holidays a year 


with full pay, and under no circumstances 
shall any one be compelled to work on Labor 
day. Time and a halt is allowed for over- 
time and double time for Sundays and holl- 
days.

The school buildings and 
grounds are worth over $50,000,000, every 
dollar of this amount having been raised 
by local district The interest on 
this investment at 2 per cent would exceed

Fads in Study Denounced. 

President Tracy created a stir when. he 
denounced the courses of study in vogue in 
the common schools and characterized many 
of the new methods as fads. The present 
uncertainty in educational processes, he de- 
clared, could run to nothing better than a 
disorganized system of teaching. 

President Tracy called attention to the 
rapid growth of the truancy evil. “ In Chi- 
cago, he said, the parental school has 
deen provided for the care and training of the 
pupils eget ee influence in the public schools 
is demoralizing. I would like to see parental 
schools and homes for incorrigibles spring up 
all over the state, for a half dosen truants 
have a greater influence for evil in a school 


than twenty teachers have for good.” 


In speaking of the curriculum found in the 
schools, President Tracy recommended the 
establishment of a national department of 
education, so that the standard of scholar- 
ship would everywhere be made the same; 

„Those who are best prepared to know,“ 
he said, tell us that we have no system 
of education in this state. We simply have 
a law which permits each community to 
educate as it pleases, as well as it ace tee or 
tlons.

TAINT IN WEALTH FROM OIL. 


Prof. John Bascom at Wisconsin Teach- 
ers’ Meeting Assails 
of Chicago University, 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 29. —[{Special.)— 
“There are no trusts in the intellectual 
world and no corners in the kingdom of 
heaven. I doubt the power of any university 
to turn money that has been made at the 
expense of the community to ea welfare ot 
the community.” 

This reference to the Chi university 
was made by John Bascom, professor of mor- 
al philosophy = Williams . and for- 
mer president of the Wisconsin university, in 
the course of his address on “ The Source of 
Authority in Teaching before the 
sin Teachers’ association today. 

That Prof. Bascom meant the Chicago sini 
versit was made certain after the meeting, 
when, in an interview, he said: 

“ Certainly I meant the Chicago university 
and its acceptance of the gifts from John 
D. Rockefeller. When an institution founded 
and maintained for the benefit and educa- 
tion of the youth of the public accepts money 
which has been gained in direct defiance of 
laws and principles laid down by that public 
it vitlates its influence on the minds of those 
students upon whom it is its duty to exert 
a good and moral influence. 

“TI do not feel the same about Andrew 
Carnegie’s gifts to the college and to com- 
munities at large. He gained his money 
according to rules which were recognized 
by the public and by a protection which 
the public afforded him with its consent. 

“I sever go near the divinity school of 
Chicago uhiversity without wanting to tell 
them what I think of their accepting money 
made by the underselling of poor men, ac- 

cepting this money out of the ruin of good 
and honest tradesmen, and trying to train 
young men to the preaching of the gospel 
with this money and under the Influence of 
such men. For if you accept that money 
you are under obligations and cay under the 
influence of the donor.“
